| LONDON, June 22.—Britain has 
invited Germany to “talk over” her! 
debts and the six-months’ mora- 
torium, The invitation is contained 
in a strongly-worded note from Sir 
John Simon, foreign secretary, to} 
Baron Von Hoesch, the German} 
ambassador in London, in which 
the British minister declines to ac- 
cept the German grounds for de- 
fault on the Young and Dawes} 
loans. 

In the opening communication to 
Sir John the German ambassador 
said Germany desires to pay her | 
debts but “the solution of the Ger- 
man transfer problem is very defin- 
|itely dependent on the decision of 
the creditor countries as to how far | 
they are willing to open their mar- | 
kets to the sale of German goods, | 
The ambassador's letter added, 
Germany cherished the hope the 
situation “may not be further aggra- 
vated by compulsory measures 
| against German exports.” 

Sir John replied excess exports 
from Germany to the United King- 
dom amounted to $67,500,000 in the 
year ending March 31, 1933, and had | 
risen to $77,500,000 in the 12 months 
ending last march. 

“This excess,” said the British 
foreign secretary, “is sufficient to 
cover the interest on all the Ger-

RIFLES ADDED 
TO REVOLVERS 


Permits Must be Had or 
Iegal Possession Will 
Be Charged 


OTTAWA, June 22—Canada is 
putting teeth in the law against) 
the illegal possession of firearms. 

Ag amendment to the criminal 
code introduced in the house of 
commons by 
minister of justice, re-affirms that a 
permit is required before any resi- 
dent of Canada can have shotguns 
or rifles in his possession that can 
be concealed about the person. 

To this section is added pistols 
and revolvers. 

The penalty provided is a fine 
of $100 or three months’ im- 
prisonment or both. This does not 
apply to hunters. 

Apart from having a permit, 
the man in possession of a fire- 
arm must register it with the 
Royal Canadian Mounted Police 
or some authority named by the 
attorney general of the province, 
or suffer a $50 fine or 30 days in 
jail er both, 

Another new section requires 
persons who repair weapons to re- 
port to the authority who issued 
the permit to the man owning the 
firearm

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
QUESTION — Mrs. C. V. B. inquires: “Is 
there any reason why green beans and mac- 

aroni should not be eaten together?” 


ANSWER — Green beans and macaroni 
make an excellent combination. 
QUESTION—H. R. L. asks: “What are 


some of the causes of apoplexy? 

ANSWER—Apoplexy may be caused by 
hardening of the arteries, high blood pressure, 
or from a brain lesion due to certain diseases. 
The onset of apoplexy is usually sudden, caus- 
ing unconsciousness. Periodic health examina- 
tion would disclose the presence of causes 
which might produce apoplexy and through dis- 
covering the cause in time, it is often possible 
to live in such a way that there is jess likeli- 
hood of apoplexy developing. 

QUESTION—Mr. F. D. S. writes: “Will you 
kindly explain peritonitis? What is the cause?” 

ANSWER—There are many causes of peri- 
tonitis. It means inflammation of the peritoneum 
which is the smooth covering lining. the inside 
of the abdomen. Various diseases of the intes- 
tines and other abdominal organs may induce 
a spread of the inflammatory process to the 
peritoneum. The cause is always found in one 
or more of these inflamed organs and not in 
the peritoneum itself. Therefore, a diagnosis 
is necessary to determine the exact cause. 

QUESTION — Mrs. T. F. V. writes: “I am 
not supposed to eat beef because of the uric 
acid. Could I eat soup made from the beef?” 

ANSWER—The soup from the beef con- 
tains more uric acid than the meat. You do» 
not need to be afraid of the uric acid in meat 
if you eat a limited amount of meat at the 
meal and use plenty of cooked and raw non- 
starchy vegetables. 

QUESTION—Mrs. K. J. writes: “I wish to 
know which foods are most beneficial for the 
hair. Does the ultra violet ray help to bring 
blood to the scalp?” 

ANSWER—The mineral that is of benefit 
to the hair is silicon. It is found in the follow- 
ing foods: Asparagus, cucumbers, lettuce, 
bran, dandelion, fruit skins, strawberries and 
beets. If the hair roots are not entirely dead, a 
well balanced diet containing a good propor- 
tion of these foods accompanied by vigorous 
massage of the scalp, and any other treatments 
which will increase the circulation should be 
beneficial. The ultra violet ray will assist in 
increasing the local circulation. 

QUESTION: M. H. writes: “Please tell me 
what causes the arms to go to sleep and get 
numb at night. Is this due to my high blood 
pressure?” 

ANSWER: If you know you have high 
blood pressure, you have answered your own 
question, as this does cause the arms to be- 
come numb. Valvular leakage of the heart is 
also sometimes responsible for poor circulation 
and numbness of the arms. If one arm be- 
comés numb it is possible that you may have 
a pressure on the nerve leading to the arm 
caused by a misplacement of one of the small 
bones of the spine.

A Day in Canadian History 

On this date, in 1901, the first | 
of two monuments to Laura Se- 
cord, the heroine of Beaver Dams, 
was unveiled in the cemetery at 


Lundy's Lane. Mrs. Secord sur- | 
vived her husband by 27 years 
He died in 1841; she lived until | 
October 17, 1868. 

She was, in accordance with her 
wishes, laid beside his body. 

For many years two marble 
slabs marked the graves; but in 
the summer of 1901 a monument | 
was erected at the grave. It is 
surmounted by a bronze bust 
which was designed by Miss 
Mildred Peel and is an ideal rep- 
resentation of Laura Secord as 
she appeared in 1813, the monu- 
ment bears this inscription: | 

“To perpetuate the name and 
fame of Laura Secord, who, (on 
the 23rd of June, 1813) walked | 
alone nearly twenty miles by a 
circuitous, difficult and perilous | 
route, through woods and swamps, 
and over miry roads, to warn a 
British outpost at De Cew’s Falls 
of an intended attack, and there- 
by enable Lieut. FitzGibbon on 
the 24th of June, 1813, with less 
than 50 men of H.M. 49th Regi- 
ment, about 15 militiamen and a

small force of Six' Nations and 
other Indians under Captains 
William Johnson Kerr and Dom- 
onique Ducharme, to surprise and 
attack the enemy at Beechwoods 


(or Beaver Dams), and after a 
short engagement, to capture 
Colonel Boertsler, of the U.S. 


army, and his entire force of 542 
men with two field pieces. This 
monument, erected by the Onfario 
Historical Society from contribu- 
tions of schools, societies, Her 
Majesty's 49th Regiment, other 
military organizations and private 
individuals, was unveiled 22nd of 
June 1901.” 

The two stones that were form- 
erly on the graves were placed in 
the vestibule of Trinity Church, 


Chippawa. 
A second monument was un- 
veiled in 1911 at the house at 


Queenston from which she started 
upon her historic journey, financ- 
ed by private subscriptions, a goy- 
ernment grant and moneys re- 
ceived from the sale : f “The Story 
of Laura Secord” written by the 
widow of the late Hon. J. G. 
Currie. Children and older folk 
make it a point to decorate the 
monument at Lundy’s Lane on 
June 23,

DELUSIVE PRICE SPREADS 


In the case of much evidence | 
about department stores heard 
before the Stevens committee 
during the past week there has 
been a great deal of incomplete 
evidence, reams of unexplained 
statistics. Take, for example, the 
figures given about the mark-up 
of prices. These figures, on their 
face and without explanation, in- 
dicated a tremendous profit for 
certain dealers. Prices, the spread 
between the retail and cost prices, 
showed seeming profits of 40 or 
50 per cent. The public, or a se¢- 
tion of it was horrified 

Now any person knowing any- 
thing about retail merchandising | 
knows that such prices, repre- 
senting gross profit, are the farth- 
est possibly cry from net profit. 
The cost- or invoice price of an 
article may be. let us say, one 
dollar, The retail merchant marks 
its sale price at $1.50. That, on its 
face, looks like a profit of 50 per |

cent; actually it may not mean a 
net profit of more than five or 
ten per cent. It may not, in the 
long run, mean any profit at all 
The reason? The reason is that 
the original price mark-up doesn't 
remain the permanent price 
mark-up, It doesn't remuin that | 
the simple reason that the | 
merchant may not be able to sell 


_—— 


one-half or one-fourth of his 
goods at that particular price. 
They may happen to be season- 
able goods, perishable in price 
value. They may happen to be 
goods affected by a declining 
price market. They may be goods 
which have to be disposed of so 
that the merchant may make a 
turn-over of his money, In that 
case—and it is the case practic- 
ally all the time-the merchant 
has to mark down his ‘original 
price, has to throw a large per- 
centage of his goods on the coun- 
ter at a_ sacrifice. As a@ con- 
sequence, his average profit is far 
from 40 or 50 per cent, It may be 
but a fraction of that. It may be 
nothing at all 

What the Journal feels, is that 
there should be somebody on the 
Stevens committee able and will- 
ing to bring out the explanations; 
somebody who knows something 
about merchandising, about the 
difference between gross and net 
profits; about the many factors 
which affect or enter into the 
original mark-up of prices.—Ot- 
tawa Journal

Ottawa dispatches declare that Parliament will close before 


Dominion Day; that the Stevens enquiry will continue during 
the recess; and that there will be no monetary or tariff reform 


this year.

The Prime Minister addressing the Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion recently, said that Canada could not start a restoration of 
trade policy alone, as Canada would be made the dumping ground 


of the world. 


But Canada could offer to the world a proposal to buy Cana- 
dian products, with the privilege of selling goods in Canada up 
to the value of the Canadian products so bought on the terms of 
paying fifty per cent of the Canadian tariffs. There could then 
be no dumping of goods into Canada, because the buying of 
Canadian products would precede any shipments into Canada 
and international trade would clear itself, because the tariff re- 
duction would only extend to the value of Canadian products 
bought first. This is the only real protection against dumping. 


The public is to be left for another year at the mercy of special 
privilege, because the politicians are certain that people cannot 
put two and two together; and will not realize that the national 
trade is to remain strangled because of something which need 


never happen.
